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Congressman Hull is quoted as saying that he will in- 
troduce into the next Congress a bill similar to the Hull 
bill of the last Congress. He thinks that the three batta- 
lion regiment will find favor with Congress, with a pro- 
vision allowing the President to increase the Army when 
necessary to 100,000 men. ach regiment, Mr. Hull 
thinks, should have 1,500 men.

Several hundred acres of land near Knoxville, Fred- 
erick County, Md., have been leased by the War De- 
partment for the use of troops in drill and target prac- 
tice. The land is beautifully located on the Potomac, 
and-not far from Harper’s Ferry. ‘Three troops of the 
8d Cavalry at Fort Myer will go into camp there in a 
few days, and these will be followed by two batteries of 
artillery from the Washington barracks and other troops 
from nearby points to Washington. 


A picture appears on the first page of “Collier’s 
Weekly” showing a church at Caloocan, being used as 
a field telegraph station, with wires attached to the 
tabernacle. An operator is represented sitting at a table 
in the sanctuary, while behind him stands a lieutenant 
and in front of him a captain smoking. The Holy 
Name Society attached to the Church of the Nativity, 
Brooklyn, has passed resolutions denouncing the “action 
of these United States officers as reprehensible, odious 
to the American spirit of right, and worthy of the sever- 
est punishments.” 








In a pamphlet on “Sea Power,” just published by 
Vice-Admiral Valois, of the German Navy, he urges 
the construction of cruisers instead of battleships as the 
best means of getting the better of England at sea. This 
is taken in certain circles of Europe as an almost semi- 
official confirmation of what has been for some time the 
opinion of those who have carefully followed the recent 
developments of German naval policy, namely, that the 
object of the present naval propaganda is the creation 
of a fleet which shall be able to dispute with England 
the command of the sea. 





Apropos of our recent article on “Flexion March- 
ing” in the French Army, is the discussion by French 
Army surgeons of an ailment called “le pied forcé,” 
caused among infantry soldiers by marching, and long 
known by the military medical men of all armies. Dr. 
Stechow, physician-in-chief of the Prussian Guard, has 
demonstrated that in a large number of the cases frac- 
ture of the small bones was concerned in this affection. 
French military surgeons were able during the autumn 
maneuvers of 1898 to examine in hospital with the 
radiograph a certain number of men who passed into 
the depots, and of these examinations and their results 
an account is given in the military archives. 





The United States Court of Claims resumes its ses- 
sions after summer recess early in October, and among 
the most important matters before it for action are the 
naval bounty claims arising from the Spanish war. 
Many of these claims are in a fair way of speedy set- 
tlement, and it is expected all will have been adjudicated 
and disposed of soon after Congress assembles. These 
cases, or at least those relating to the Manila Bay bat- 
tle, will attract wide attentior, and are of much inter- 
est to officers serving on Admiral Dewey’s vessels. Al- 
most of equal importance are those filed as a result of 
the battle off Santiago. The Navy Department has re- 
quested that the bounty claims be made special, and the 
probabilities are that they will take precedence over 
the issues pending when the court adjourned in July. 


Relatives of the President are no less patriotic than 
those of other men less distinguished. The President 
has frequently had occasion to appoint some close rel- 
ative to the Army in the past twelve months, though 
none has attained high rank. Among the late volunteer 
appointments is that of Edward P. Barber, of Ohio, a 
2d Lieutenant of the 45th Volunteers. Barber is the 
President’s nephew, and saw service during the Spanish 
war in the 8th Ohio, and was with that regiment during 
its Porto Rican campaign. He joined the Army as a 
private, and was mustered out as a Sergeant Major. 
While in the Army he contracted fever, and was car- 
ried to Washington and nursed for some time at the 
White House and in a private hospital. He will assist 
in mustering in his regiment and accompany it to the 
Philippines. 








Instructions are being prepared by the Navy Depart- 
ment for the trial board of the battleship Kearsarge, 
which is to have her official test on the 25th inst. The 
Inspection Board, of which Admiral Rodgers is presi- 
dent, with the addition of several] other members, will 
condnct the test. The contract speed of the vessel must 
not be less than 16 knots, but her builders are confident 
she will exceed this by a knot and perhaps more. The 
course she will race over is to extend from a point off 
Cape Anne northeast toward Cape Porpoise, Me., and 
return, the entire distance being marked by buoys and 
lighthouse tenders. On.the completion of the trial the 
ship will be at once made ready for service, and is ex- 
pected to join the home fleet before the close of the year.

Do 
you think t those of us in the islands who left our 
wives behind us should expect them to have choice of 
quarters in their choice of posts, while the officers at 
home allow their wives to camp on the gravestones at 
Arlington? I am more than surprised to see such ab- 
surd, silly, sentimental] trash in your editorial columns.” 


That there may be no further misunderstanding we 
may say specifically that we do not think that the wives 
of officers at Fort Myer should be required to sleep on 
the gravestones at Arlington, and did not venture to hint 
at such a thing, even in the way of humor. Farther, 
we do think that officers should not be deprived of the 
quarters to which the regulations entitle them to acecom- 
modate these not members of a garrison. We are glad 
to find that our correspondent, who is on a foreign sta- 
tion, agrees with us as to the obvious justice of this. 





There is to be a new commander of the North At- 
lantic Station this autumn, when Admiral Sampson will 
haul down his two stars after a brilliant service of eigh- 
teen months afloat, to be succeeded by Rear Admiral 
Norman H. Farquhar, who flies his pennant for the first 
time in charge of a squadron. Admiral Sampson re- 
linquishes active sea service upon his own request, and is 
to be assigned to the Boston Navy Yard as the suc- 
cessor of Capt. Henry F. Picking, who died suddenly 
last week. These changes were all determined upon 
early this week in Washington, after a conference be- 
tween the Acting Secretary of the Navy and Admiral 
Farquhar, who was ordered from Norfolk for the pur- 
pose. For several weeks it has been known in official 
circles that Admiral Sampson would ask to be relieved 
of his charge this fall, owing to the illness of his daugh- 
ter and his desire to have the rest of shore duty. His 
services afloat have been most trying, and though the 
fleet has not been active this summer, yet Admiral 
Sampson has had little opportunity for rest and recu- 
peration, and still suffers somewhat from the terrible 
strain he underwent during the Spanish war period. He 
wishes to be given the Boston station, for one reason, 
that it does not require so much the active supervision 
as other navy yards, and also because his family have 
expressed a desire to reside in Boston. 





The New York “Evening Post,” which occupies so 
much of its space with unavailing protests against mili- 
tary methods of extending American civilization, has 
this good word for the Army: “The War Department 
has issued a statement showing the cost of collecting the 
customs duties in Cuba which might well draw forth 
some comment from Secretary Gage. For the first six 
months of 1899, the expense of collections in Cuba was 
3.30 per cent. of the revenue, while in the United States 
it was 4.62. At the port of Havana this expense was 
only 2.387 per cent., which is lower than at any port in 
this country. The percentage at New York is 2.80, and 
it is excessively high at the smaller ports. At New Or- 
leans and at Baltimore it is between 13 and 14, which is 
certainly large enough to demand explanation. When it 
is considered that the customs service in Cuba was a 
veritable sink of corruption. and that the reorganization 
has hardly yet been completed by the officers of the 
United States, we may look for even better results here- 
after. We do not look for such results in this country, 
because the collection of revenue is here carried on to 
a great extent by politicians for politicians. When our 
army Officers give place to civilians in Cuba, we see lit- 
tle reason to hope that the administration of the customs 
service there will be any better than it is here, and much 
reason to fear that it may be worse. When the im- 
perialists can furnish any evidence of improvement at 


home, we shall be ready to expect better things abroad.” 








Col. P. C. Pope, U. 8. M. C., commanding the Marine 
Battalion at Cavite, P. I.. in a report dated at that place

men are being drilled in their use. There have been , 
number of night alarms, I have been unable to esta), 
lish target practice as yet, on account of the heavy rains 
and other surrounding circumstances. The rains hay. 
been jheavier than have ever before been known here, 
The sick lists have decreased to less than one-half of one 
per cent. Drills, parades and a regular routine are being 
carried owt as far as permitted by climatic conditions, 
I regret that the bunks furnished the men of the com- 
mand have proven such a poor investment; the com. 
mander-in-chief has ordered new ones made in this navy 
yard. There has been some trouble getting bread cooked 
for the command, as the excessive heat has proved too 
much for the cooks, frequently exhausting them, which 
is also the case with the cooks of the general mess.” 


In a letter from Col. Henry B. Carrington, first Colo 
nel of the 18th U. 8, Infantry, he says: “The 26th U. 8. 
Volunteers is destined in my opinion to be the _per- 
manent 26th U. 8. Infantry. Surely the Reg. 
ular Army is being developed on a sound and permanent 
basis. Call to mind these facts, that when the Eight. 
eenth Infantry promptly filled to its fall quota 
started, it was my province to appoint the 2d Lieuten- 
ants. I enlisted students and others of education ani 
patriotic fervor, promising commissions. Where are the 
living of those thus promoted from the ranks in 1861: 
I answer, for the benefit of aspirants for military serv.

the first recruit of the 18th, July 4, 1861, is Colonel! of 
a regiment in the Philippine Islands. William H. Bis- 
bee, a student at Delaware College, Ohio, is Colone! on 
like service. Gilbert S. Carpenter, a student of West- 
ern Reserve College, is Colonel of my old regiment, the 
18th. The Asst. Adjt. General New York Nationa! 
Guard, Frederick Phisterer, was another of those first 
recruits and appointments, and so was Lieut, Col. Henry 
G. Litchfield and Maj. Thaddeus P. Kirtland, both on 
the retired list. The inducements to take service in the 
Army were never greater than now. The inspiration to 
the increase of the Army to a standard equivalent to 
sustain the honor of the flag and our Christian civiliza- 
tion was never so imperative and honorable as now- 
just now. ‘The opposition of pseudo-citizens and loud- 
mouthed politicians, and even of a small per cent. of 
party leaders, with a few professed Christian ministers, 
is not as large nor as bitter nor as unscrupulous as was 
the daily demonstration of that class in 1862, 1863 ani 
1864. The documents preserved vindicate this assertion, 
and although I date this letter from near Boston, where 
inexplicable theories and fossil agnosticism have their 
chief vouchers, the truth is no less certain, and what: 
ever may be the current of such manifestations, the 
Gospel (good news) is to be ‘heralded’ to all the earth.” 








The selection of Admiral Sampson’s successor lay be 
tween Admirals Remey, Commandant at the Ports 
mouth, N. H., Navy Yard, and Admiral Farquhar, sta- 
tioned at the Norfolk Navy Yard, neither officer having 
yet hoisted his flag and each being now due for service 
afloat. Admiral Farquhar was selected because he was 
entitled to first choice under the Navy Department's 
policy of taking officers for flag duty according to their 
rank and sea service. Admiral Remey will undoubted) 
be given the next desirable command afloat. It is ex 
pected now that Admiral Sampson will be relieved short 
ly after the conclusion of the Dewey ceremonies in Nev 
York, and Admiral Farquhar will at once assume con 
mand. It is believed that Admiral Sampson will le 
granted leave before being ordered to Boston, and that 
he may not actively begin his duties there until Noven- 
ber. Admiral Farquhar’s successor at Norfolk will alse 
shortly be announced. There are few officers available 
for the duty, but among those mentioned for it is Capt. 
Barker, who becomes a Rear Admiral in a few weeks. 
Another important naval change to be made is in the 
selection of a commanding officer for the flagship New 
York, where Capt. Chadwick has served the usual pe 
riod required of commanders. His detachment will oc 
eur this autumn, about the same time that Admiral 
Sampson is relieved. Assuming that Remey was to 
the officer chosen, the Boston “Herald” said:

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OUR DRINKING HABITS. 


The question as to what we shall eat, what we shall 
duink, and wherewithal we shall be clothed, is one that 
vitally eomcerns our Army under its new conditions, in 
spite of the seripture admonition not to take heed for 
these things. Especially in the matter of drinking should 
we revise our experience which, under the best of cir 
cumstances, has not been a happy one. It is not so 
much the amount of spirituous liquor drunk in our Army 
and Navy that makes trouble for them as the form in 
which they take their stimulants, and the manner in 
which they indulge without regard to times and seasons. 
A man of the Latin race will drink much more than the 
Anglo-Saxon, and enjoy the excitement and conviviality 
imprisoned in the bottle, and yet escape the sin and 
shame of drunkenness. We are speaking now, of course, 
of men of the same class, and not the men of eithei! 
race who habitually drink to excess. The French have 
a saying: 

Tous les méchants sont buveurs d’eau. 
C’est bien prouvé par le déluge. 

This is the expression of the national sentiment con- 
cerning total abstinence which has never been, and as 
experience proves, can never be, made the rule of human 
conduct. The fact that all nations, from the highest to 
the lowest, have invaded the secrets of nature to obtain 
stimulants, shows that there is something in the physical 
organization of men that demands them. The wise man, 
therefore, is he who seeks to learn how to use stimu- 
lants without abusing them. The recognition of this 
fact is the secret of the favor shown to the canteen or 
Army exchange by so large a majority of our officers. 

The presence of our Army in tropical, or semi-tropical 
climates, introduces a new element into the question of 
the use of liquors. Water under the circumstances that 
often, not to say usually, prevail among troops on the 
mareh or in the field is the most dangerous of all fluids, 
heing the universal solvent of impurities that reach the 
soil, Poisoned water is one cause of a large proportion 
of the diseases prevailing in camp, and American whis- 
key is another. Surely there should be some way of es- 
caping these dangers lying at the opposite poles of tem- 
perance in drinking! 

If men must drink and will drink they should at least 
have a eare as to how they drink. The French, Span- 
iards and Italians drink quite as much as the Americans 
and English, yet they are less given to drunkenness by 
one hundred per cent. An SHnglishman, American, 
Frenchman and Peruyian, all of them men of wealth 
traveling together in Central America for pleasure and 
information, once tested this question. The Frenchman 
und Peruvian never showed any signs of the liquor they 
drank, while the Englishman andi American were the 
worse for their potions every night. Yet a comparison of 
their wine bills, instituted to settle a discussion between 
them, showed that the Latins drank more than the 
Anglo-Saxons. Asked to explain this the Frenchman 
anew +4 

“We use, but do not abuse liquor, Indeed, I am in- 
clined to think that the wit or esprit attributed to my’ 
nation results from our knowledge of the proper method 
of eating and drinking. In France we are accustomed 
to drink wine from our childhood at table. It is not a 
forbidden fruit to us, and no more a temptation than the 
bread we eat. There are no barrooms for the better 
classes, and the marchand des vins is obliged to be very 
careful that he does not cause his humble customer to 
become intoxicated. Liquors are freely and openly pro- 
vided and partaken of in the coffee houses and restaur- 
ants; they are served upon the tables, and thus the 
natural demand for stimulants is met. 

“In England and America, children are taught that the 
drinking of wine or spirits is a great sin, which of course 
they wish to commit as soon as they appreciate it; that 
is human nature, you know. You breakfast early, you 
take one meal at noon and another at six in the evening, 
drinking water, or may be tea and coffee. During the 
day you make an occasional visit to the barroom, and 
in the evening you are sure to be there. You stand be- 
fore the bar and you purchase a glass of liquor for your- 
self and your friend, and this drunk, without regard to 
your wishes or inclinations, he says, ‘Come now, drink 
with me? It would be discourteous to decline, and you 
drink again. Another and another follows at intervals 
until you have both had too much.” 

rhis is a true picture, and undoubtedly total abstinence 
is far better when there is no other choice between two 
practices, Many of our officers observe this habit and 
in increasing numbers, and their self-restraint, under 
strong temptation often, is entitled to the highest praise. 
Still, there would be additional safety and an important 
cain if we could reform the habits of those who drink 
indisereetly and out of season, so that they should ac- 
cord with the usages of the best society where overin- 
dulgence is no longer tolerated or allowable. 

Dr. Charles Viry, of France, makes the excellent sug- 
gestion that the sale in the canteens of every alcoholic 
liquor (fermented or distilled) before the morning meal 
should be forbidden. On the other hand, the sale, espe- 
cially in the morning, of non-alcoholic stimulating or 
nutritious drinks, such as coffee, tea, chocolate, milk, etc., 
should be encouraged. The sale of alcoholic liquors 
should be authorized in canteens only at mealtimes and 
during the hours immediately following. The number 
of kinds of liquors sold should be limited, in order that 
® more efficient supervision over their quality may be 
exercised. The sale in canteens of all alcohol insuffi- 
“iently rectified should be prohibited. The examination 
48 to rectification should be intrusted to special experts, 
and ev effort should be made to prevent the sale of 
any aleoholic product other than those admitted after 
examination. The price of non-alcoholic and of ferment- 
ed aleoholic liquors should be low , while that of 
spirituous liquors, especially brandy, should be raised. A 
rigorous surveillance over the execution of these orders 
should be instituted, and all trans sion thereof, 
whether on the part of the men or of the canteen kee 
ers, should be vigorously repressed, as well as all 
breaches of temperance. e’ recommendations received 
the sanction of the general officer commanding the 2d 
Freneh army corps, and it would be well if we. could 
adopt them for our guidance in this country. 

It would add greatly to the respect which should be 
shown for our soldiers in the countries over which wa 
rule if we could abolish intemperance, and barroom 
drinking, from our Army. Intemperance is viewed in 
the Spanish-American countries with proper disgust, and 
does not receive the tolerance shown to it here. Pity and 
contempt follow the career of the drunkard, a not 
sympathy and charity. A correspondent of the New 
York “Sun” says: “Except an occasional pony of French

INSPECTIONS AT CAMP MEADE. 





TWENTY-RIGHTH U. 8. VOLUNTEER INFANTRY. 
Camp Meade, Pa., Sept. 1, 1899. 
To the A. G., Department of the Hast: 

I have the honor to submit the following report of 
an inspection of the 28th U. 8. Vol. Inf. made Aug. 30 
and 31, 1899, in compliance with instructions dated 
Headquarters of the Department of the Hast, Aug. 21, 
1899. 

The regiment has recently been organized and is 
commanded by Lieut. Col. Robert W. Leonard. It num- 
bered at the day of inspection 47 officers oo en- 
listed men, of whom 42 officers and 1,270 enlisted men 
were present at the station, and 37 officers and 901 en- 
listed men present at inspection under arms; 41 enlisted 
men and a detachment of the hospital corps attached to 
the regiment were inspected without arms. Absentees 
from inspection are accounted for as follows: Present 
at station: Officers—Guard, 3; sick, 1; special duty, 1. 
Enlisted men—Guard, 171; sick, 43; in arrest or confine- 
ment, 20; egocial duty, 56; cooks, 25; total, 320; - 
centage, 24.39. Absent from station: Officers—Detac ed 
service, 3; with leave, 1. Enlisted men—Detached serv- 
ice, 13; furlough, 1; without leave, 63; in confinement, 
3; , 11; total, 95; percentage, 6.82. Total absentees, 
4i2: aggregate percentage, 29.52. I received a review of 
the regiment, which was paraded in heavy marching 
order and fully equipped for the field, except that shelter 
tents were not eure, The regiment presented an ex- 
cellent appearance. Military bearing and appearance 
of the men were good, and the ceremony of review was 
well rendered. An inspection of the command followed 
the review. The arms and accoutrements were in very 
good order, the field equipments new and complete, and 
uniforms in condition. The regiment is armed with 
the United States magazine rifle, caliber .30, model of

The camp of the regiment is properly located and 
well drained, and is found to be in lice. The 
tents and floors are those which were by one of 
the immune regiments, and subsequently by the 19th 
Inf.

Meade for any length of time, new tents and floors 
should be provided. No other regiment that may be 
organized at Camp Meade should be required to occup, 
the same ground, or to use the tents used by this regi- 
ment.

Company drills 
are had twice, and battalion drills once a day. Instruc- 
tion has been given in outpost duty and the duties of 
advance and rear guard, Target practice is now being 
had at the rifle range at Mt. Gretna, Pa., five days being 
allowed on the range for each battalion. No instruction 
has been given in signaling nor in first-aid. An officers 
school is held daily in each battalion, and a non-commis- 
sioned officers’ school in each company. mental 
and company drills which constitute the ex ses for 
inspection were very creditahle. Commanding officer 
reports that not all officers are zealous and intelligent 
in the yy of Len pen Ae pn of the officers

New York City, Sept. 7. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal. 

I have been much struck with Col. Phillip Reade’s 
report. of the inspection of the 2d Artillery, and inas- 
much as he displays in said report an ignorance of 
Army: rules and orders and reflects hardly on the regi- 
ment, 1 feel impelled to ask you to give this letter space 
in your valued paper, in justice to the regiment. Col. 
Reade says the 2d is not an efficient artillery regiment. 
Had he said it was not an efficient infantry regiment, he 
might be correct, but when @ man who is notoriously 
nothing of an artilleryman, pronounces {ndomant on a 
matter he is ignorant of, the criticism loses its value. 
Col. Reade knows absolutely nothing of what is re- 
quired of artillery in these days. The Second, pice to 
going to Cuba, had been stationed on the New England 
coast for some years. In its target practice last fall, it 
s¥yas a battery of the Second that hit the target at a 
distance of over 8,000 yards, several times, making the 
best record up to date with high-power guns. Its 
Colonel is one of the most polished men in the Army, its 
Lieutenant Colonel! a soldier, modest but thorough, and 
its entire line of field and staff, and most of its Cap- 
tains, have seen more yaried service than Col. Reade. 

The regiment, after being for years trained as Artil- 
lery, was filled up with recruits and sent away as In- 
fantry. Is Col. Reade not aware that the Manual of 
Rifle Practice forbids target practice for Artillery at all 
ranges over 300 yards? Is he not aware that for years 
extended order drill and field exercises have been for- 
bidden by general orders to foot artillery? If he is not, 
then he should not ctiticise. When he speaks of offi- 
cers being away from their regiment, and declares the 
fact, he should remember that he has himself been with 
his regiment less than four years in fifteen years, from 
1884 to 1899. His regiment n him, and it is now in 
the Philippines and a Lieutenant is doing his duty for 
him, while he remains on staff duty, for which he is emi- 
nently fitted in some particulars and very poorly in 
others. The fact that Col. Richmond was recommended 
and commissioned a Colonel of one of the Volunteer 
regiments, notwithstanding Colonel Keade’s criticism 
against him, shows at least that the War Department 
does not agree with him in all particulars. 

AN ExX-OFFICER AND ARTILLERYMAN. 


MOSQUITOS AND MALARIA. 


Maj. Ronald Ross, of the British Indian Service, ia 
evidently not well informed when he claims for himself 
the first promulgation of the theory that malaria orig- 
inates with the mosquito. If we are not mistaken, as 
far back as 1848 this origin of malaria was referred to 


by Mott at New Orleans as a fact already known and in 
1883 King published a long exposition of the mosquito 
theory. Laveran again suggested it in 1891, as did 
Fliigge. All these names being familiar to students of 
fever phenomena. The increasing movements of armies 
to tropical climates focus attention just now on the 
problem. There have been two theories. One was that 
the mosquito contaminated the water, in which its eggs 
were laid, with malaral parasites, which could be 
breathed into the system. The other theory is that the 
infection is conveyed by a bite. Surgeon Major Ross 
of England has contended that there was a special kind 
of mosquito that transmitted malaria. 

This year has seen two schools of tropical medicine 
established in England, at London and Liverpool. The 
school at Liverpool sent an expedition to South Africa, 
which sailed July 29. Maj. Ross was in charge, and his 
chief object was to find the particular species of mos- 
quito responsible for malaria. A cablegram from him 
recently announced that he has discovered the culprit. 
It is an indication of how subjects are becoming special- 
ized these days when the discovery of a certain kind of 
insect is proclaimed by cablegram. When mosquitos 
breed in a tank, or other receptacle for water, as they 
sometimes do, they can be kept from emerging, without 
hermetically closing the vessel, by putting over its 
mouth a close wire netting. The mosquitos may breed 
freely in the tank, but they cannot crawl or fly through 
the meshes of the netting. 
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VOLUNTEERS IN JAPAN. 


Our returning Volunteers had a grand time during their 
visit to Japan, some of the transports touching at Naga- 
saki and Yokohama. They made the local traders happy 
by a liberal distribution of their pay. The soldier ashore 
at Nagasaki has his first glimpse of that queer, decidedly 
useful, Oriental vehicle, the jinrikisha. The correspond- 
ent of the “Sun” says. 

“Somebody tie me in and hand me a nursing bottle,” 
calls Johnny Rook, the corporal, who has climbed into 
one of the little carriages and is being trundled off down 
the strand, followed by the laughter and banterings of his 
comrades. But the Volunteer’s bashfulness soon wears 
off and he becomes delighted with his human horse and 
single buggy. A private of the colored regiment, who 
had not lost any of his spirit on account of hard jungle 
service, conceived the idea of operating a rikisha himself 
and at the same time showing his man how it felt to be 
pulled about by an American. With just a little protest 
the sturdy Jap climbed into the seat while his customer 
did the hauling. This game of ‘horse’ was great fun, 
and there was also entertainment in it for the Japanese 
citizens who lined the streets and laughed at the antics 
of the Western Volunteer and the terror of the swarthy 

assenger, who knew not at what moment he might land 
in a heap of wreckage. The sport over, Mr. Volunteer, 
with true democracy, invited his passenger into the near- 
est market to eat watermelon with him. At the tea 
houses the men took off their army boots at the door and 
squatted in true Jap fashion about tne clean mats among 
the tea cups. pipes and little squares of sponge cake, 
some even donning the Japanese robes or kimonas. The 
little Jap girls twanged their three-string banjos with the 
clumsy ivory plectrum and sang their sweetest notes. 
which at best are decidedly unmusical.” 

The Japan “Herald” of July 18 says: “For the last 
three days we have had in Yokvhama nearly three thou- 
sand Americon Volunteers, who having completed their 
term of service in the Philippines are now homeward 
bound. They are the Nebraska and Utah Regiments on 
beard tbe Haneock, and the Pennsylvania Regiment, on 
board the Senator. Many remarks haye been made 
about the general appearance of these men, who coming 
as they do from hard fighting ot the front against the 
Ti pinos—a the Nebraska and Utah popreents have 
done some of the severest fighting—do not always present 
the Spot-ess purity of appearance usual in soldiers on 
parade. They are nearly all big men; some, and in fact 
most, of whom show clear traces of the campaigning 
and mental worry to which they have heen subjected in 
their sunburnt skins and semewhat cadaverous cheeks.

And this is not to be wondered at, for aside 
from the fact that the American soldier is the best paid 
soldier in the world, we find that their ranks are not 
made up of vagabonds, who were out of a job in the 
first place, and took the chance to get employment, but 
of intelligent men, among whom are bankers, lawyers, 
merchants, farmers, mechanics, ete., etc., who left their 
homes when the country called for Volunteers to fight 
for its cause. And these men have done honor to their 
country and to their flag. They have shown that gentle- 
mew can be fighters, and are proving now that fighters 
ean be gentlemen.”

MASSACHUSETTS IN THE SPANISH WAR. 


The annual report of the Adjutant General of the 
Commonwealth of Massachusetts for 1898 tells the story 
of the participation of the troops from the old Bay State 
in the war with Spain. Massachusetts has always been 
prompt in suck emergencies and as early as January 
the Governor began his preparations for war. It ap- 
pears that the Naval Militia, who at the request of the 
Navy Department, volunteered without pay to carry the 
monitors to designated points on the coast, were subse- 
quently paid by the State. On the evening of the day 
on which the Governor was informed of his quota for 
the war, four regiments of infantry and three heavy 
batteries, Massachusetts responded “adsum,” the Gov- 
ernor stating that the troops were ready to move at once 
ie! armed and equipped. . 

The troops were taken to Fort Warren and the 
Mayor sent the voting booths of Boston there to be used 
as quarters, regardless of the danger of subjecting the 
coming anti-imperialists to the contagion of triotism 
from using them. Probably he thought that they would 
prove immune against any disease involving the quick- 
ening of the pulse by generous emotion. The regiments 
were ready to move several days before their orders were 
received. To a second call asking for another regiment 
if it could be recruited immediately and fully equipped 
the reply went that a regiment was ready and fully 
equipped. ‘ 

In all Massachusetts furnished 11,780 men, including 
men furnished to the Regular Army, Navy and Marine 
Corps. The Adjutant General refers with honest pride 
to this record, and “to the liberal enactments of the 
Legislature, the generous contributions of her citizens 
and the solicitous, far-reaching and splendid work_of 
the Massachusetts Volunteer Aid Association.” We 
may refer also to the good sense of her Governor and his 
skill in selecting so good an Adjutant General as Sam- 
uel Dalton. e know of but one reproach on Massa- 
chusetts, and that is that she is the breeding place of 
the gypsy moth and anti-imperialists of the Atkinson 
type. 








AN OPINION OF THE CARTER CASE. 


The “Engineering News” devotes four columns of its 
number for Sept. 7, 1899, to a thorough and able review 
of the case of Capt. Oberlin M. Carter. Its opinions are 
shown by this extract from the conclusion of the article: 
“If Capt. Carter really wants to save a remnant of his 
honor he has one only chance. Let him make a clean 
breast of his wrong doing and do everything in his power 
to aid in the punishment of those who led him astray, 
Then let him take his punishment liké a man and a sol- 


dier. Men might yet honor him for such an action. 
Those who best know him personally agree, we believe, 
that it was the influence of stronger and more masterful 
minds that led astray this bright and talented young 
officer, who in the first years of his professional career 
appears to have led an upright and manly life and to 
have fully justified the high hopes of his many friends. 

“It is more than two years since knowledge of the 
frauds at Savannah became known to the authorities at 
Washington. During all that time not one step has been 
taken toward the punishment of those others who profit- 
ed by the frauds at that place or the recovery from them 
of the stolen millions. They have had ample time to 
transfer all their property and make it impossible for the 
Government to recover a penny from them. Rumor says 
they have done this. The query comes, then, who among 
the authorities at Washington has been false to his trust 
in this matter? Where was the pull exercised of these 
contractors who were (and could well afford to be) such 
liberal contributors to campaign funds? More informa- 
tion on this point is wanted, and the public is likely to 
get it even though it should take a Congressional inves- 
tigation to drag it out.” 

The “News” says: “We earnestly hoped and confi- 
dently expected that Capt. Carter would succeed in 
wholly exonerating himself from the charges against him. 
He has not done so, however, and from all the study we 
have given to the evidence, we see no reason whatever 
to question the correctness and justice of the court-mar- 
tial’s decision. 

“Capt. Carter’s case has been sifted to the bottom 
before two tribunals of the highest character. He has 
had a full opportunity to prove his innocence and show 
clean hands as could be given him in any court in the 
land. The life, liberty and honor of any honest man are 
safer under the scrutiny of such a body of picked men 
as sat in his court-martial than before a jury in any) 
civil court in the eountry. 

“Here, as in everything else, the public must trust 
some one; and the body of officers which tried the Cap- 
tain was better able to determine just where justice lay 
Bap any other man or men at Washington possibly can

ENGLISH FAILURE IN HOSPITAL SHIPS. 


There have been in our Army officers who have looked 
upon the English Army as a model, and so we have not 
been surprised to receive a letter of expostulation from 
one of these, who is apparently much stirred up at the 
discovery of flaws in the armor. Our critic objects to 
the frank way in which we pointed out the errors and 


failures in several branches of the British service, and 
inclines to the belief that we are too severe. On the 
contrary, we have been very lenient with our British 
brethren, realizing human imperfections. We have said 
nothing of the botch they have made of the transport 
service. at would our correspondent say if we had 





uoted this from the “Civil and Military Gazette” of 

ndia, to show the shortcoming of the transport service? 

“Singularly enough, up to this year not a si hos- 

pital ship was kept up in times of peace. Suitable ships 
; tion and precedent to be 


are to hurried- 
ly obtained and fitted out when an 
ave: of the last ten years, it has been ascertained 
that India alone invalids about 150 officers and 2,000 
men to England yearly, while the colonies send about 
another 50 officers and 800 or 900 men. These figures 
are exclusive of women and children.” 

The “Gazette,” with some bitterness, notes that 
“under existing shiftless and unsatisfactory arrange- 
ments, these invalids are sent home on ordinary troop- 
ships, which are designed for the conveyance of healthy 
men.’ There is a hospital provided for non-commis- 
sioned officers and men, but it is never large enough to 
accommodate anything like the number of sick which 
are regularly sent back every yoyage. Officers who are 
ill have no hospital accommodation whatever provided 
for them, and are, perforce, obliged to live in a cabin 
with healthy comrades. Cases regularly occur of of- 
ficers prostrated with dysentery, abscess of the liver, or 
Peshawar fever, sharing a cabin with two, or, perhaps, 
three others, and almost entirely deprived of trained 
nursing, for the number of skilled medical attendants al- 
lotted to a troopship carrying upward of a hundred and 
fifty invalids is so small as to be almost ridiculous. In 
addition to three officers, one non-commissioned officer 
employed as dispenser, and three or four privates of the 
Royal Army Medical Corps comprise the entire medica! 
personnel of one of Her Majesty's troopships or trans- 
ports, There are no nursing sisters, and not even a 
matron on a troopship in case of sickness among the 
women and children. 

“We have some cause for shame,” says the “Ga- 
zette,” “that we have already been forestalled in this 
humane and necessary reform. The Austrian Red 
Cross Society has just established a permanent ambu- 
lance ship, which is at present stationed at Trieste, in 
readiness to proceed wherever its services may be re- 
quired.” 

It is not in keeping with its usual fairness of spirit 
for our Indian ‘contemporary to fail to credit the 
United States with furnishing to the nations of the 
world an example in the matter of hospital shi both 
in the Spanish and Philippine wars. We have heard of 
British officers who have declared that the America 
system of hospital ships has begun a new era in the 
conduct of distant wars.

PRESS LIES FROM THE PHILIPPINES. 

We have given no heed to the various stories of criti- 
cisms of General Otis by General Lawton, for we know 
the ways of the daily newspaper correspondent and 
recognized in these stories evidence of the systematic 
attack directed against General Otis because he re- 
fuses to play the part of the aphis which yields its 





sweetness to the gentle manipulations of the ant. These ° 


industrious gentlemen of the quill are now trying the 
virtue of abuse, and to escape the censor send their mes- 


sages to Hong Kong to be telegraphed from there. A 
despatch from General Schwan says: 

“Manila, Sept. 11.—Lawton pronounces utterly foun- 
dationless newspaper reports of interview asserting that 
he commented on military situation or criticised conduct 
of operations here. Declares, beforehand, as false, ai! 
future accounts of such interviews.” 

The story was neither truthful nor ingenious, for it 
was obviously absurd to assume that eral wton 
would embarrass his superior officer with his criticisms. 
The circulation of it reveals the animus of the corre- 
spondents in Manila and shows that General Otis was 
well advised in refusing to permit them to telegraph 
what they pleased from Manila. The point of view of 
eorrespondents seeking sensation is not that of the 
Army. We had experience of them during the brief war 
in Cuba, where they helped to inflate the reputations of 
men who, without them, would have been little heard of 
and to exaggerate the hardships and mishaps of the cam- 
paign. 

Again we heard from them at Montauk, which was 
the center of the most absurd misstatement and distor- 
tion and misrepresentation of facts. There is evi- 
dence that General Otis has had a similar experience 
with them at Manila. We are not quite sure whether 
they do not do less harm when given full opportunity to 
tell their stories instead of being suppressed, but they 
should be compelled to observe the regulations 
established for them by. General Otis or get out of 
Manila. They certainly should not be permitted to get 
around the censorship by despatches through Hong Kong. 
It may not perhaps be remembered that we had press 
censorship during the Civil War, though it was never 
very strict. Its representative at Fort Monroe when 
McClellan’s army went up the Yorktown Peninsula in 
search of Lee and Davis was “Colonel” Sanderson (7). 
an express agent from New York. He was too fat and 
good natured to be of much account as a censor, but the 
name had an imposing sound. 

There are always two points of view of the operations 
of armies in the field, and it does not follow that a Com- 
manding General is suppressing the truth because he ob- 
jects to having the exaggerated claims and pessimistic 
rophecies of faint-hearted soldiers spread broadcast. 

he cheerful and hopeful view may be quite as near the 
truth, and no good comes of suppressing that because it 
is less sensational than and does not make as good 3 
story as the reports of the growlers and shirkers, 


The British Military code provides that: “If Re com- 
manding officer deals with the case summarily, and 
awards imprisonment or a fine, or deduction from ordi- 
nary pay. also if deduction from ordinary pay will be 
the result of his award, he must ask the soldier whether 
he wishes to be tried by court-martial; and the soldier 
may if he chooses claim to be tried by a district court- 
martial.

Capt. Daniel B. Hodgson, who 
commanded the cutter McCulloch in the battle of Manila 
Bay, bas been assigned. to the command ef the revenue 
cutter fleet, which will assist in the welcome to Dewey.

rhe Surgeon in. charge informs me that the diseases 

ive been mainly climatic—fever and dyséntery—due to 
change from points north, so far as Ohio, to an extreme 
southern station in midsummer. No one was seriously 
On the 19th a recruit arrived from Denver with 
neasies and was promptly isolated. The regiment is re- 
ported remarkably free from venereal diseases. A _ re- 
view of the sick records convinces me that: the site 
lected was eafe. It has been occupied by the 4th Texas 
Vols. from its erganization to about March 10. Meas- 
ures were taken to diminish as much as possible any 
livnger that might arise from previous occupation. 

The Surgeon reports that he asked for 1,800 first vid 
wickets for issue to the regiment when necessary, and 
that they were not sent, perhaps through oversight. The 
field cots.are unstable, especially on tent floors, and I 
reconmmend that they be replaced by a woven wire fold- 
ing cot. 

There are three regimental hospital stewards with the 
regiment and one acting steward. Attendance and nurs 
ing are now performed by twelve men, the majority 
experienced and all good, detailed from the line. 

The whele hespital was in excellent. condition and 
much credit is due to. the Surgeon, considering the short 
time of its existence; a continuance of the same care, 
vigilance and foresight will make it a model. Not- 
vithstanding the great dust due to long drought and 
moving im and-out of battalions to target range and of 
recruits, the general -police of the camp was all that 
could be desired.- 1 recommend that carbolic acid be 
added ‘to the water of the sprinkling cart from time to 
time, ; 

The refuse of the zine camp and kitchen is gathered 
twice daily and burned. There are thirteen sheds at a 
safe distance from camp‘in which are zine. lined through 
urinals with flowing water emptying into zine lined 
hoxes which are the sinks proper, seven seats to each 
hox. There is thus ample room. for all the men. with- 
ut crowding. Dry earth is sprinkled on the floors of 
the boxes and’ in each shed is kept unslaked lime in 
irge quantity with which the stools are covered by the 
udividuals using them.

Each company 
has its own field kitchen and all were working well. 
‘here was no complaint as to quality or quantity of ra- 
tious.

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NEW NAVY POWDER FACTORY. 


In addition to the naval factory at Newport the Gov- 
ernment will shortly have in operation at the ‘Indian 
Head Proving Station, near Washington, another manu- 
factory of smokeless powder, capable of furnishing about 
2,000 pounds a day. It is now in course of construc- 
tion under a special act of Congress, and to be ready 
for service in the late autumn. The designs for the 
buildings and the machinery of the plant were drawn by 
the Bureau of Ordnance, the officer having principal 
charge of the work being Lieut. Bernadou, who is re- 
garded as one of the leading naval experts in this 
branch of naval development. Several hundred men 
have been busily emeniye during the spring and sum- 
mer in preparing this plant, and the pretest has pro- 
gressed so rapidly that it is thought the first work of 
manufacturing hew powder will begin next November. 
With this factory the Navy will have plants capable of 
furnishing the service about four or five thousand 
pounds a day. Byvyen at this rate of se Meat the output 


will not_ anywhere approach the requirements of the 
service. In fact it is not intended that the Navy shali 
make all its powder, or to attempt competition with the 


é@ sole reason for establishing this 
factory is to ena e Government to have a source of 
supply upon hand in an eme cy, and in event the 
firms making powder should fail to the severe re- 
uirements of tests imposed on all powder purchased in 
the open markets, 

A number of buildi are now being erected, including 
a complete electric plant, said to be unequaled for its 
purposes in this section of the country, and a separate 
group of buildi for the actual manufacturing pur- 
poses. The buildings as a rule are widely scatt 80 
that an explosion in one would not destroy others that 
might be close by.

A _ stringent 
blockade such as was for months maintained off Ha- 
vana, would pres aid and comfort being sent the in- 
surgents in the shape of arms, ammunition and provis- 
ions, which articles are now conveyed to them without 
great trouble. Cut off thoroughly from such ——, 
they must yield, but until such an attitude is adopted 
they will resist. This state of semi-torpor, almost total 
inactivity, on the part of the Navy is almost intolerable 
to its personnel as here represented. We are disgusted, 
discouraged and disappointed by the plan of inaction 
laid down by as, which is in such sharp contrast to the 
campaign as inaugurated by the fleet-in May, 1898.

FORWARDING TROOPS RAPIDLY. 

Secretary Root has authorized the charter of three ad- 
ditional transports for service on the Pacific. Maj. Long 
at San Francisco has been directed to secure the Man- 
auense, City of Peking and Anglo-Australian. The Man- 
auense will be ready for service by Oct. 5, and has a ca- 
pacity of 15 officers and 500 troops. This ship will be 
used in the transportation to the Philippines of the first 
ten Volunteer Regiments. The two other transports have 
been assigned to service in the transportation of the ten 
Regiments now organizing. The City of Peking will be 
available Oct. 18, and has accommodations for 45 offi- 
cers and 900 men. The Australian. which will be ready 
Oct. 27, can carry 5O officers and 1,000 men. The latest 
statement prepared at the War Department as to the 
vessels available for the transportation of troops shows 
that 13,490 soldiers are now ready for transportation. 
One thousand of these are volunteeer and regular re- 
eruits. The Belgian King is scheduled to leave San 
Francisco this week with seven companies of the 34th 
Inf., the remainder having already left San Francisco for 
Manila. The Grant will be the next transport to leave 
San Francisco. It is e ed to sail on Monday next 
with the 31st Inf. and recruits, making in all 86 offi- 
cers and 1,700 men. The Tacoma will sail Tuesdav with 
~ five companies of the 27th Inf., and the remaining seven 
companies will go on the Elder the next day. Wednes- 
day the Sherman will sail with the 30th Inf. and 400. re- 
cruits.

General Otis on September 12 cabled to the War 
War Department asking that 5,000,000 rounds of ammu- 
nition for the small arms be shipped to Manila. His 
despatch says: ““Request 5,000,000 rounds caliber 30 am- 
munition.” This request was immediately forwarded to 
Maj. Dutton, Acting Chief of the Bureau of Ordnance, 
and orders were issued by telegraph to Benecia Arsenal, 
Cal., directing the shipment of the ammunition as quickly 
as possible. The Ordnance Department is particularly 
well supplied with rifle ammunition. nearly 30,000, 
rounds being in the arsenals. In addition to the 5,000,- 

rounds, rounds of ammunition is furnished to 
each soldier going to the Philippines and is shipped with 
the troops on the transports. Besides the supply just 
requested by General Otis, there will be nearly 3,000,000 
rounds shipped with the ten Volunteer regiments and the 
1,000 recruits to leave for the Philippines before the end 
of the first week in October.

Over 3,000 persons marched through the prin 
streets, carrying Spanish flags and shouting “Viva 
pana.” The Cubans looked at the demonstration wi 
indifference, -but there was a strong foree of police 
duty to preserve order if necessary. 

Surgeon General Sternberg has received a despatd 
from Havana saying that 2d Lieut.

NEW COAST DEFENCES. 

After working two years to secure land on Conani 
Island near Newport, R. I.. the Corps of Engineers of 
Army has at last come into -possession of the prop 
necessary for the site of the new fortifications to © 
mand the entrance to Narragansett Bay. It has b 
over two years since the project was formed of plac 
heavy defences on Conanicut Island opposite F 
Adams, and since that time the Corps of Engin 
has encountered many obstacles, There is yet anot! 
difficulty, but it is believed by War Department offici 
that the work of constructing the fortifications will 
he delayed much longer. These fortifications are to © 
sist of heavy guns and will prove a valuable dé 
to the entrance to the bay, as an enemy’s ships seekil 
entrance will be subject to a severe fire. 

The trouble first began when — rtment ¢ 
deavored to secure the land on the island which 
originally been divided inte villa sites. The deeds 
tained the provision that no machinery whatever she 
be erected on the land. To get around this provision % 
the original deed the owners of the land and thé officit 
of the Department entered into a friendly condemnat 
suit, by which the Government secu possession 
the property and at the same tinie secured permi 
to erect the machinery for the operation of the guns 
the fortifications. ‘This ¢ondémnation suit was dec 
only a few days ago, and the Government éntered 
possession of the property. Another difficulty has 
presented itself, however. in the form of claims 
other property owners threaten to file. They conte 
that their deeds, prohibiting the erection of machine! 
gave them protection against its erection by other: 
sons, and that should the fortifications be const 
they will be entitled to consequential. damages: 
War Department is trying to compromise the matter 
that the work can begin as soon as possible. The

LATEST FROM MANILA. 


A foree of 450 rebels, with one cannon, attacked San- 
ta Rita early in the morning of Sept. 9, and simulta- 
neously Guagua and San Antonio were each assaulted 
by bodies of rebels numbering about sixty men. All the 
attacks were repulsed without loss to the Americans. 
Col. Bell and his regiment, while attempting to take the 
Filipinos in the rear, met two small patrols, and suc- 
ceeded in capturing a rebel Captain, a Lieutenant and 
six privates. The inhabitants of Santa Barbura, the 
rebel headquarters in the Island of Panay, have aban- 
doned the town, fearing a bombardment of the place by 
the United States battleship Oregon. 

Two companies of the 19th Infantry’ left Manila Sept. 
11 for Lleile, to be followed by headquarters and bal- 
ance of the two battalions to relieve the Tennessee reg- 
iment at Lloilo and Cebu. 

A report from Genera! Otis, transmitting the reports 

of officers. of the 9th Infantry, has been received by the 
War Department. It gives the detai's of the disappear- 
ance of Maj. Charles M. Rockfeller. The report con- 
sists of statements by Capt. George Palmer, of the 9th 
Infantry, and four pickets who last saw the missing 
man. The chets say they were first made aware of 
Maj. Rockfeller’s presence by hearing the cry of “Pick- 
et” repeated several times. Corp. Koss hailed the 
caller, and on discovering his identity offered to escort 
him to the next outpost, which offer was declined. Maj. 
Rockfeller started off and soon after the pickets again 
heard the ery of “Picket.” Corp. Ross told the or- 
fier that he was going in the wrong direction and to 
turn more to the right. This was the last seen of Maj. 
Rockfeller, as he failed to report to his command. The 
next day searching parties found pieces of paper bearing 
his name one and a half miles from where he was last 
seen and heard. Since then an officcer answering the 
description of Maj. Rockfeller has been seen as a pris- 
oner of the Filipinos south of Manila. Genera! Otis says, 
in commenting on the case, that on the day previous to 
the disappearance of Maj. Rockfeller the 9th Infantry 
made a forced march, and that probably he was so af- 
fected by the heat that he wandered into the Filipino 
lines. Another theory advanced is that he may have 
heen picked up by a reconnoitering party, 
According to apparently reliable news from the Fili- 
yino camp, an extraordinary session of the Revolutionary 
Congress was held at Tarlac, Aug. 24. Aguinaldo pre- 
sided, and chose Mabini as President of the Supreme 
Court and Gonzaga as Attorney General. They bvuth 
represent the most conservative and temperate element. 
Mabini, who recently resigned the Foreign Secretary- 
ship, is the ablest man connected with the revolution. 
(onzaga was President of the last Peace Commission. 
rhe proceedings of the Sengeese disproved the report 
that Aguinaldo had declared himself Dictator.

‘the registration of all foreigners in Filipino territory. 


The Chinese, who are a large fraction of the popula- 
tion, are considered foreigners, including those born in 
the Philippine Islands. pplications must be made on 
stamped paper, which figures largely in all the business 
of the insurrectionary Government. This seems to be 
largely a scheme to tax Chinamen. 

‘he Mayor of Imus has disappeared, and it is sup- 
posed he has joined the rebels on the promise of re- 
ceiving a genera'ship. He was a Colonel in the insur- 
rection of 1887. 

Manila papers report that the U. 8. gunboat Pam- 
pagua, commanded by Lieut. Luke McNamee, armed 
with Nordenfeldt and rapid-fire guns, while coasting 
along shore entered the bay of San Fernando and, see- 
ing the steamer Saturnus Iving on the beach, boarded 
her. She was founded degerted, with her papers scat- 
‘cred about the cabin floor. The general condition of 
‘isorder indicated that she had been captured by the 
Filipinos and that on had just left her, Blood stains 
on the deck indicat a fight. Ensign McNamee at- 
ttched a hawser to the vessel and, cutting her cables, 
tudeavored to tow her off. While thus engaged three or 
four hundred insurgents opened fire on is little party 
from their trenches and the men replied with their re- 
volvers at 75 yards range. The little gunboat was rid- 
led with bullets but noone was injured. It was found 
impossible to tow. the steamer off and Ensign Mc- 
Namee then left her. The natives then boarded the 
Saturnugs and set her on fire. 

A proclamation by Aguinaldo directs that “no vessel 
bearing the American flag shall be admitted into .our 
ports, but those bearing any other flag may come in 
fvely.” In submitting to a military examination Fili- 
pinos must show their certificates citizenship or sat- 
isfy the proper officer of their identity. Foreign pas- 
sengers failing to prove their nationality, state the ob- 
ject of their voyage, and where they are going, are to be 
detained and sent by the local president to the office of 
the Seeretary of Foreign Affairs. The person and prop- 
erty of foreigners is to be carefully respected, as Cine 
under the safe conduct and honor of the Filipino gov- 
ernment and laws of the republic. All persons, except 
ilipinos, are to be considered as foreigners, except Chi- 
hese, who are governed by special laws promulgated by 
this Government.

A., im an article in the New York “Medical Journal” 
describes the treatment of gunshot wounds of the chest 
in the Spanish-American War.

they sought to embarrass the Administration by trying 
to convince the discharged soldiers on the Tartar that 
they had a grievance and should get better accommoda. 
tions by having the British passenger regulations ap. 
plied to an American transport. The officials. of the 
Government have been able to trace the Tartar trouble 
to the originators of the scheme, and have learned suff. 
cient to convince the President and Secretary of Wa; 
that the soldiers received advice from outside sources pé- 
fore they complained that the Tartar was overcrowded, 
These same Filipino ‘sympathizers then invoked the as. 
sistance of the British authorities by claiming that the 
Tartar was of British registry and should. be de 
tained, as she carried more passengers than allowed up- 
der the marine license. All of this made trouble for the 
Government, but it is gratifying to know that the British 
officers were convinced that there was no just cause for 
complaint, and allowed the ship to proceed. 

The failure of the anti-expansionists to have over 40) 
American troops dumped in Hong Kong to await the ar- 
rival of another transport. has given.te‘the Administra- 
tion another proof that the enemies of the country have 
got closer to the Aguinaldo followers than they have bem 
in Boston and other cities. It has been suggested to the 
War Department that certain newspaper correspondents 
had aided in the scheme to tie up the Tartar, but as yet 
the Department has not been able to establish a direct 
connection between the Aguinaldo followers in Hong 
Kong and these correspondents, though the frequency 
with which complaining reports from Manila are sent via 
Hong Kong through a certain news association have 
aroused the suspicions of officials there. It is evident 
to army offficers that there are headquarters at Hong 
Kong where news of this class is received and transmit- 
ted to the United States, and it is equally apparent that 
nothing favorable to the American cause has come 
through this underground channel.

The “Civii and Military Gazette” of India, which has 
been following the Philippine war with considerable care 
gives this blunt advice in its issue.of July 21: “The ef- 
forts of the United States Government to be resolute in 
the matter of the Philippine campaign are almost pa 
thetic. Their latest decision is to send more cavalry to 
Manila, though why they require to increase an army. 
which *% already so big that it accomplishes little but 
getting in its own way, it would be difficult to tell. ‘The 
Americans are carried away by the false idea that if they 
only send enough troops they are bound to crush the Fili 
pinos in the long run. The best thing they: could do 
would be to get rid of all their Volunteers, and—pos

The success of the wars 
with the Dutch and with Spain the essayist credits to 
the Navy, and though much corruption, incompetence 
and extravagance were rampant in the Navy, he con- 
siders. them legacies from the profligate’ monarchies, 
and gives to Cromwell praise for increasing the pay 
of seamen, adopting a more liberal seale of = tee sr 
providing more generously and intelligently for the sick 
and wotinded, and instituting other reforms.

I presume 
there are x 50 men in the 34th from the N,,.G..C. We 
claim the Government should use the N. G. C. as a 
‘kindergarten’ for the Regular. Army. We all want to 
learn, and.we appreciate the fact that men educated by 
the Gevernment have many advantages over ourselves. 

“The lst Colorado Volunteer Infantry, now being mus- 
tered out. in- San. Francisco,.is made up of-the tst and 

2d Regiments of the N. G. C. of May, 1898. They ‘have 
been repeatedly: complimented by Regular officers and 
are’ undoubtedly one of the finest regiments that ‘ever 
followed the flag.

wanted to go home when he most ‘needed them, as the 
conditions of their enlistment permitted them. to do, and 
he found it absolutely impossible to secure an army on. 
which ‘he could depend until he’ got rid of them and or- 
ganized the Continental troops. We had no. end of 
trouble with the assertion of militia ‘rights during the 
war of 1812, and:our war on the Canadian frontier was 
disgraced by .it, Sherman, just after the battle of Bull 
Run, wrote: “Out of my seven regiments three are in a 
state of mutiny, and I have been compelled to put about 
100 men as prisoners op board a man-of-war. And yes- 
terday I had'my Regulars all ready with shotted guns to 
fire on. our own. troops, some of whom not only claim 
their discharge, but threaten to spike our guns.” This 
experience was not exceptional, as the history .of these 
days will show. 

The results: in Cuba. were undoubtedly due to our 
compact and well-trained little army of Regular soldiers. 
Some of the militia did well, but their importance was 
greatly overrated in the early reports from the scene 
of action sent by the novelists, society. reporters and 
other civilian newspaper men, hastily gathered together 
to meet the demand for special correspondents. 

The reports from the Philippines indicate that our 
State troops did well there, but precisely how well we 
cannot tell without mere exact and reliable informa- 
tion than we have yet received. -They have undoubtedly 
won and received the commendation and thanks of their 
superior officers, including General Otis.. Yet the men 
the General commends for their patient aceeptance of 
service beyond the terms of their contract are no longer 
under his command. And here we come once more on 
the difficulty which has always been had with State 
troops—the difficulty of which Washington and Sher- 
man complained. They cannot be depended upon for the 
long, steady, hard pull of war. War to them means 
the excitement and adventure of the campaign and 
the battlefield. They speedily tire of the dull routine of 
garrison life, and grow homesick and discontented. Un- 
doubtedly the Regular soldier does, too, but he does as 
he is obliged to do, and cannot return‘as does the Volun- 
teer to. be petted for his heroic deeds, and settle down 
in comfort with some young woman joined with her sis- 
ters in a pledge to marry none but a hero; to become a 
local celebrity and an available candidate for the suf- 
frages of a free people. 

Of this experience we make no complaint. It is all 
charming and in accordance with the American system 
of military service, which accounts for our enormous 
pension roll and the inability we have shown on many 
occasions to strike hard and hold on at the right mo- 
ment. If we are to continue to maintain our authority 
in Porto Rico, Cuba and the Philippines, not to speak 
of our home needs of coast defence and interior national 
police, we need an army of professional soldiers who 
are to be depended upon for the irksome routine of Army 
life, as well as for its adventure. We think that our 
correspondent: will be free to admit that State troops 
cannot be relied upon to do the work we now require, 
It is no disparagement to them to say this, but we do not 
propose that the recognition of the good qualities of the 
men who volunteer for an emergency, and only for that, 
shall blind us to, their, deficiencies regarded .in. the light 
of the professional soldiers we so much need.

THE DREYFUS VERDICT. 


It is easy to join the chorus of foreign opinion in the 
general denunciation of French justice or injustice which 
follows the second condemnation of Alfred Dreyfus; it is 
not so easy te explain why it is that the verdict of the 
court-martial meets.with the cordial approval of so large 
a majority of the conservative element in France, and 
espécially of the French army. The character of the judg- 
ment pronounced ‘upon Dreyfus indicates that the ques- 
tion actually settled by the court was not that of the 
guilt or innocence of the aceused, but what was best for 
the honor of the army and the security of the Republic. 
It is obvious that the court could not have believed that 
Dreyfus was guilty of the narticular offence for which he 
was put on trial. Otherwise the punishment decreed is 
wholly inadequate, and the recommendation to mercy in- 
explicable. > 1t is .expected that the Government will 
follow it with a pardon as soon as public excitement dies 
out. 

The principal influences arrayed-on behalf of the ac- 
cused seem to have hurt his cause more than they helped 
it. The opivions of Jews, Protestants, Anarchists and for- 
eigners. do not carry weight in France; the court held that 
France and the French army were on trial, and the ver- 
dictiwas one of acquittal. ‘What did it matter to the 
officers composing the court whether a Jew more or less 
suffered from a failure to consider abstract justice in his 
case? “Dreyfus was clearly open to conviction, in their 
opinion, for bringing discredit upon the army, and crea- 
ting a great public turmoil by his disorderly insistence 
on his rights. ‘From their ‘point of view this was suf- 
ficiently .unmilitary to justify the disgrace of. conyic- 
tion and a mild punishment—that is, mild in view of 
the nature of the offence actually charged. “Appeal froin 
the judgment: of a superior is in itself an offence, ac- 
cording to the French ideas of military subordination, 
and Dreyfus was clearly guilty of this. Every day men 
of*a moré hamble origin and Jess influence are con- 
vieted quite as. unjustly under the .French military sys- 
tem, which holds, in effect, that the superior ean do no 
wrong. . The only. difference is that no one shows suffi- 
cient interest in the victims to concern himself as-to

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DEWEY'S RECEPTION AT THE CAPITAL. 

The sword to be presented to Admiral Dewey at 
Washington is one of the most beautiful presentation 
swords ever made. With the exception of the steel 
blade and the body of the scabbard, the weapon is made 
entirely of 22-carat gold. On the pommel is carved the 
word, “Olympia,” the flagship of Admiral Dewey, and 
just beneath is the sign of the zodiac for December, the 
lucky month in which he was born. Around these is a 
wreath of oak leaves. Just below the pommel is em- 
braced by a gold collar. On the front of this is the 
coat of arms of the United States, while still lower down 
is the coat of arms of his native State, Vermont, It bears 
the State motto, “Freedom and Unity.” The grip of the 
sword is covered with shark skin, and wound with file 
gold wire, while the surface is dotted with glistening 
gold stars. The guard is carved in the shape of an eagle 
with outspread wings. On the front of the scabbard. 
are the initials “G. D.,” and under them “U. 8. N.” 
The blade of the sword bears the inscription: “The aift 
of the Nation to Rear Admiral George wey, U. 8. ss 
in Memory of the Victory at Manila Bay. May 1, 1898.’

SPEED FOR BATTLESHIPS. 

Speaking of the speed of battleships, “The Engineer” 
fivvors the French rather than the English or American 
ideas on this subject. It says: “Speaking broadly, it is 
the amateur expert rather than the professional who 
preaches ‘speed is everything.’ The professional mind 
Adds, ‘within reasonable limits,’ a clause that means 
tiothing definite to the publie side of the agitation for 
fast ships, but a very great deal to the main question, 
and merely paraphrases the latest French theory. If 
battleships gain their speed power by losing in guns or 
armor, their gain is nullified, since catching Tartars is 
of no supreme advantage strategically any more than 
tactically; while, if it is done at any expense of the en- 
zines, we have to face the question, will the engines 
all stand it? To break a chief engineer and blacklist a 
contractor will not remedy facts. We have noticed 
more than one indication lately on the part of the pow- 
ers that be to realize this new use for engineer officers. 
Except for the engineer, it is a most briliiant idea—in 
peace time, but it wiil not answer in war. The theory 
of a fleet slipping out to combine with another is, there- 
fore,. overestimated. But, even if it did do so, it would 
be useless to catch it unless guns and armor were good 
enough to insure victory. Aliso, so far as its personnel 
is ¢oncerned, the fleet that runs is a beaten fleet, and 
must deteriorate from the mere fact of runnng. The 
runaway fieet is bound to drop behind, whatever speed 
differenc’ there may be—this difference is never likely 
to much exceed two knots at the outside. The ‘lame 
ducks’. must, therefore, be captured in detail, or the 
swifter runaway must turn and fight. Generally speak- 
ing, the swift battleship has a coal supply that will run 
short before the slower vessel’s. Her superior speed 
may, therefore, lure her to destruction in that way. 
There is not a navy in the world that can put a homo- 
a ery squadron into the field, except the British. A’ 
5-khot squadron of homogeneous ships stands, when 
these are steaming together in station, to better a swift- 
er fleet o! varying units, because these last will not be 
able to perfoim evolutions together at qa high speed. 
The. amateur enthusiast for fast battleships is too apt 
fo confound ‘station keeping’ with cleanliness and Pot 
ish. Twelve knots is the highest speed at which fleet 
evolutions have yet been done, and that is recent.” 

here is one advantage of the runaway business— 
shooting from the after guns is always easier than 
from those forward; that is a tactical matter well 
known and to be adopted in general action by either 
side without regard -to speed. A strategical position in 
which our ships needed to run away, and. so incidentally 
ayailed themselves of this tactical advantage, is not 
easily conceivable. Very few Admirals would dare to 
run, strategically; and did one do so, the damage to 
our prestige would be worse than a defeat. The-mo- 
rale of the man behind the gun is the dominant factor 
in naval warfare. To a consideration of these points 
is due our regret at much of the present-day mania “for

An interesting ceremony was the presentation yester- 
day afternoon on the plaza here, in the presence of the 
17th U. S. Infantry, of medals of honor for bravery in 
battle at El Caney, Cuba, July 1, 1898, awarded under 
the act of Congréss to Sergt. W. G. Buyyard, Sergt. 
Bruno Wende, Artificer ‘T. J. Graves, and Private 
George Burg, all of Co. C, 17th Infantry. All of the 
regiment could not be present, as the larger part was 
on outpost duty, but the companies and detachments 
present having heard the War Department orders read 
the soldiers named received at the hands of the Colonel 
of the regiment, Col. J. W. Powell, the medals for dis- 
tinguished bravery in action, and attaching them to 
the breast of each soldier, the band playing ‘The Star- 
Spangled Banner.” 

Maj. Gen. McArthur, who was_ present with his 
staff, and General Wheaton and staff accepted the com- 
pliment of a march of the regiment in review. 

The troops of General McArthur’s division are all in 
this vicinity, and as the natives left or were driven from 
their homes by the retreating insurectos, the Army 
found sufficient shelter remaining. Most of the finer 
residences had been too much injured by fire to afford 
good shelter, so we are distributed in the town and ad- 
joining roads, in the native huts of bamboo, with roofs 
of nipa grass. As these huts are raised several] feet 
above ground, they are dry and comfortable, far more 
so than tentage on ground. There is generally a squad 
in each house, and the officers have similar quarters—in 
some of the huts which may be classed as houses. The 
outpost and picket duty is constant, but every one wears 
an air of cheerfulness and expectation for the next 
scrap, with strong desires to settle it and get a rest. 
The rations are good and abundant. Refrigerated beef 
from Australia of fine quay is received in good order, 
and the commutation of part of the fresh beef for oat- 
meal and dried fruits is a step in the right direction to 
lessen digestive disorders. The men are being rapidly 
—— with cots of bamboo made by the natives, and 

asteur filters have been issued the companies, so that 
the drinking water, though drawn from an artesian 
well, is boiled and filtered. Extra precaution is better 
than the other thing. There is a great deal of malaria, 
but it succumbs to treatment, and there have been no 
deaths on this account.

GEORGE DEWEY A PRISONER OF WAR. 


Describing the capture of Admiral Dewey and his 
merry men on the U. 8. 8. Mississippi, whi'e attempt- 
ing to run the blockade of Port Hudson, an ex-Confed- 
erate says: “The Mississippi was the first vessel to 
open fire on our batteries. Battery No. 9, a hot-shot 
battery on the extreme end of the line next to the 
enemy, was the first battery to receive the fire of the 
enemy's fleet. This was commanded by Capt. Ramsey, 
of the Alabama artillery, and was the only battery 
which used redhot shot exclusively. The process of 
firing was necessarily slow, on account of handling the 
balls and the eaet suena in the guns. There were 
only four shots fired, three of which took effect, set the 
vessel-on fire and burned it up. It beeame necessary 
fer all on board to get off the ship to save their lives, 
Lieut. George Dewey, with 380 men, lowered boats and 
escaped to the opposite side of the river, and took ref- 
nge in-a-sugar mill. During the night a force of 300 
Corfederstes crossed the river in lifeboats. proceeded 
to the mill, captured Lieut, Dewey and the 389 marines, 
and. brought them. prisoners to Port Hudson. Being sur- 
rounded, and having no place to keep prisoners where 
they could be protected from the fire of their own men,

Since the war he has filled many responsible positions 
with great efficiency and attained the grade of Rear Ad- 
miral early this year, and was assigned to command of 
the yard at Boston in March last. The funersl services 
took place Sept. 11, and the coffin, draped with the flag, 
and having upon it the Admiral’s insignia of rank, his 
epaulets and sword, was carried by eight sailors to the 
hearse and taken to Forest Hills Cemetery, and there 
cremated,

An ollicer, writing under date May 27, 
following narrative of a visit to the Transvaal, which 
cannot fail to be of interest at-the present time: In the 
spring of 1898, on my return from Rhodesia, I stopped 
ten days in Johannesburg, spending two of these.in Pre- 
toria. While in Pretoria I was shown over the Trans- 
vaal Artillery barracks. The armament consisted of 
three complete six-gun batteries, the guns being field 
Krupp, of about the same caliber and power as our 
15-pounders. They are said to be quick-firers, but I 
consider it doubtful whether they are really constructed 
on a Q. F. system. The guns, stores and ammunition 
were all obtained from Germany. In addition to the 
three field batteries, there were several 7-pounders (of 
200 ibs.) guns and about twenty Maxims, about twelve 
of which were mounted on field carriages. The field 
artiery equipment includes a field telegraph. The field 
guns are borsed by teams of six cobs, about 14.2 to 14.3 
hands. The cobs looked. very well cared for and 
groomed, though I doubt if they would prove, in actual 
service, strong or heavy enough for the guns. 

A modern earth fort, built since the Jameson raid, 
commands the railway and approaches from Johannes- 
burg. A similar earth fort also commanding Johannes- 
burg. ‘Fhese are most strictly guarded and it was im- 
possible to get at all near. I was'told they were armed 
with heavy modern guns. The Boers, 20,000 or 30,000 
of whom are said to be capable of bearing arms, can take 
the field at very short notice and are all provided with 
arms and ammunition by the Government. Evry Boer 
has a pony, and by warning the “Field Cornets” of dis- 
tricts by wire, who w arn thé Boers on the near farms, 
the tenants of the latterin turn send off to the next farm, 
and so a large number of men can be got together at the 
shortest notice.. The Boer. carries his rifle. ammunition 
and about six days’ food on his pony. I was very much 
struek with the way the guné, harness, horses, ete., were 
kept, and the Government apparently is very lavish with 
its money in order to have everything of the best and 
most serviceable nature,

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B SOME FOREIGN ITEMS. 


When the German squadron recently visited Lisbon 
much surprise and ® good deal of amusement was 


caused by the “open shop” kept on board the Emperor 
William’s ships, where beer and cigars and more solid 
refreshments could be bought by visitors, one of whom 
returned to the shore loud in his complaints of the price 
and quality of the cheese, which, he deelared, stunk so 
badly it had to be thrown overboard. So frolicsome 
were the German jacks on shore that the Lisbon ae 
widely commented on their escapades. Evidently the 
wise words addressed to the naval recruits each year 
py their Hmperor are soon forgotten. 

“The wonties of mustaches by infantrymen in the Brit- 
ish Army did not become general until about 1855, or 
after the Russian War, when the warriors returning 
from that campaign made it fashionable. As far back 
as 1798 some cavalrymen are said to have tried the ef- 
fects of the mustache on the ladies.

It 
carries ten rounds in the magazine and one in the cham- 
her, or eleven in all, compared with thirteen in the Swiss 
rifle, nine in the Frenc Lebel, five in the German 
Mannlicher, the same in the Russian and Austrian, and 
<ix in the United States Krag-Jorgensen. 

Che British Army service rifle of caliber .303 weighs 
nine pounds four ounces, in this respect being identical 


with the Lebel rifle used in the French army. It is a 
rifle lighter than the German service weapon. It is 
ghted to 2,800 yards. It carries a total of eleven 


rounds of ammunition. The Krag-Jorgensen of the U. 
Ss. Army carries but six rounds, and the Ordnance De- 
partment refuses to adopt the improvement which 
would. increase its capacity.

The French Minister of War, in a reeent circular, 
cautioned the soldiers against smoking anywhere but 
in the open air or in places where there was plenty of 
ventilation.

“This is a practice,” he says, “which must be 
prohibited in the most formal manner.” If the weather 
does not permit wide-open ventilation, sheds and halls 
are suggested for the smokers.

Such practice as was accorded to the German artil- 
lery the other day is not often afforded gunners. To 
extend the field of instruction at Lockstredt much 
ground was bought, including the village of Ridders, 
which had to be razed for field purposes. The author- 
ities took advantage of the occasion to test the efficacy 
of the new field artillery. The 9th and 24th Regiments 
were ordered to destroy the village with cannon.

The Germans have been making useful experiments 
during their maneuvers in relation to signaling and the 
maintenance of communications by telegraphic and tele- 
phonic means. All the vessels of the vice-admiral’s 
squadron were in telephonic communication with one 
another, and the flagship had an extensive telegraph 
equipment, 6o that she could be put inte communication 
with telegraph offices ashore whenever she was in port.

Berlin or with the ports.
